Two ofScers ont at Fort Yates re- 
cently had a fight to settle the point 
whether or not the second lieutenant 
should salute the first lieutenant. This 
matter of precedence in the army is a 
very delicate point, and it isn't the 
ifirst time that it has made trouble in 
military circles at territorial forts. A 
nnmber of years ago right here in 
Sioux Falls, at old Fort Dakota, it 
made trouble.

retreat.

But he kept right on saluting him 
with that'pitchfork just as if he couldn't 
hardly show him enough respect. 


He yelled and hooted and made up 
a lot of new names that nobody ever 
heard before to call him, and kept up 
his salutes with that rusty old pitch- 
fork till he broke three tines off, and 
the oflicer of the horses didn't have 
more than about half his clothes left 
on. At last he tired out and fell back 
to the stable, and went right on asso- 
ciating with those mules just as if 
nothing had happened. He was the 
fxmniest man you ever saw that way— 
he d i ^ ' t seem to be a bit stuck up 
about his victory.

To Grow C!ork Trees. 


Some enterprising Americane have 
recently conceived the idea to grow 
co*k trees in this country. They believe 
they can be successfidly grown in the 
climate of California, 'and steps have 
been taken toward making the experi- 
ment. The average annual importation 
of cork wood into this country, entirely 
at the port of New York, is 70,000 balel 
a year. A bale weighs 160 pounds, and 
is worth on this side of the water $20, 
making a total value of the yearly im- 
portation $1,400,000. It comes in duty 
free. It is nearly all brought over by 
one firm, which has a branch ofBce in 
New York, the main offices being in 
London and Lisbon. The firm owns 
vast forests of corkwood in Portugal 
and Spain, and may be said to control 
the business. With the exception of an 
inferior kind of corkwood grown in Al- 
giers to a limited extent, all the cork- 
wood of commerce comes from the 
Spanish Peninsula, where the trees 
abound not only in cultivated forests, 
but also grow wild on the mountains. 
The tree is like an American oak, with 
leaves similar to the oak and acorns. 
It takes ten years for the bark to be- 
come of proper thickness to be manu- 
factured into bottle stoppers, life-pre- 
servers and seine corks. When stripped 
from the tree it is boiled two hours, 
cured in the sun for a week and pressed 
into flat pieces for baling and shipping. 
The denuded trunk, like a hen robbed 
of her eggs, does not sulk and quit the 
business, but throws out fresh covering 
for a fresh spoliation. One tree has 
been known to yield a half ton of cork- 
wood. One pound of cork can be man- 
ufactured into 144 champagne corks. 
The baled cork bark is sold to cork 
manufactories in the cities. 
The most 
extensive manufactory in America is at 
Pittsburgh. 
Besides the ordinary de- 
mands for corkwood a good supply of 
the buoyant material, after being burned 
to make it still lighter than the original 
bark, is shipped to Canada and New 
England, where it is made into seine 
corks. 


Sebastopol Rebailt. 


At the present rapid rate of restor»- 
lion the historic ruins of Sebastopol 
will in another twelve months have 
given place to entirely n e w structures. 
The population of Sebastopol ten years 
ago was some 12,000, it is now closely 
approaching 40,000. These figures suf- 
ficiently indicate the rapid development 
of the new city and port which is des- 
tined to become the headquarters of the 
powerful Black Sea fleet now being 
created. It was in 1784 that Sebasto- 
pol was founded by the Russians under 
a ukase of Catherine II. on the site 
of the old Tartar settlement Akhtiar; 
but Nicholas was the first czar to invest 
the place with any importance as a 
naval and military port. 
After the 
eleven months' siege during the Cri- 
mean war there remained standing in- 
tact only fourteen buildings. 
Subse- 
quently the Government, with a view 
to promote the commercial develop- 
ment of the port, granted an annu^ 
subsidy to the city of 750,000 rubles. 
This subsidy, with railway communica- 
>ion with the interior, gave a first and 
Successful impulse to the commercial 
port. 
Now, however, the Government 
is intent on making Sebastopol its 
greatest Southern naval headquarters. 
It has this advantage over all other 
Crimean ports, that its navigation i s 
never closed by ice. Last year 139 
British steamers entered and loaded a t 
Sebastopol. Sebastopol has dttring re- 
cent years developed into a very pleas- 
ant watering-place, 
more especially 
since the completion of the new Marine 
boulevard and a number of bathing in- 
stitutions. 
The yearly-increasing num- 
ber of aimmer 
visitors and 
tourists 
have given rise to a number of large, 
wall-equipped, and commodioTia hotels. 


Interestinir Insects. 


'I9ie^r47ornhill 
iiagazine 
tells some 
curious" stories of the deception to 
which insects resort. It says: 


Queerer still than the caterpillars 
which pretend to be leaves or flowers 
for the sake of protection, are those 
truly diabolical and perfidious Bra- 
zilian spiders which, as Mr. Bates ob- 
served, are brilliantly colored with 
crimson and purple, but "double them- 
selves up at the base of leaf-stalks, so 
as to resemble flower buds, and by this 
meass deceive the insects upon which 
they prey." 
There is 
sometliing 
hideously wicked and cruel in this 
lowest depth of imitative infamy. A 
flower-bud 
is something so innocent 
and childlike; and to disguise one's 
self as such for purposes of murder and 
rapine 
argues the final abyss of 
arachnoid perfidy. 


An Indian mantis or praying insect, 
a little less wicked, though no less 
cruel than the spiders, deceives the 
flies who come to his arms under the 
false pretense of being a quiet leaf, 
upon which they may light in safety 
for rest and refreshment. Yet another 
abandoned member of the same family, 
relying boldly upon the resources of 
tropical nature, gets itself up as a com- 
plete orchid, the head and fangs being 
molded in the exact image of the 
beautiful blossom, and the arms fold- 
ing treacherously around the unhappy 
insect \yhich ventures to seek for honey 
in its deceptive jaws.
